PERSONAL HISTORY* RESIDMC?. AND OCCUPATION OF LOUIS NmERt _ 

Mr* NIMZBR advised that he was an American citiaen, by birth, 
having been bom August 15, 1913> at New loxk City. He is jaarried, has three 
children, and is presently eBployed by Ohio State University, Columbus, Ohio, 
as an Assistant Professor, Depai^ent of Political Science, where he has been 
employ^ since October, 194H.^e lectured on American foreign poUcy in the 
Soviet Union, He was originally employed by the Department of Justice as a 
Consultant in the spring of 1941 and left the Department of Justice in the 
epring cf 1947* He was empleyed by the State Department, Office of 
Intelligence Research, in May, 1$47> and still acts, as a Consultant to the 
Office of Intelligence Research of the Department of State, 

Mr, NEMZER advised that he had also sesrved as an 'expert 
witness for the government in several tr isle involving prosecution of loreign 
agents. He stated that he is an expert on Cosmunism and the Rastem situation. 

In connection with his employment by the Department of Justice, 
Itp, NEM2SR stated that he had first worked for the Special Defense Unit with Mr. 
ALLTSN C. SMITH and that this Unit later became the Foreign Agents Registration 
section of the Department. Mr. NEMZER stated that he is able to read Russian 
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and that in hia tastinonf in the trlala in fhioh he had participated;, he 
picked out itena of propafanda that could be need in the trial* lir* 
atated that he had irorked on the eaae of the United ^;t«tea va h^rFlEU) ItUStlj 
a huselan 4^ntj id) o had diaaeninated pr^^ganda in the United ^tatea> without 
roglttoring aa an ag<mt« He alao did aone work For the Ueperinent in 
conneetl(Mt with the eaae of the United ^tat^a va VvH whoae trial 

waa held in Hartford, Connectiout* Ihr* HESiiKK deaeribad VCM iiIAT''KT aa a

domitory and told hia the aanageaent had inforaed us that the 
locks are -provided by the users of the lockers and no keys to the 
lo<i<ers are available to the nanageaent, I pointed out to Mr, 
.LAUGHLIN that of course all of the wcaen living in the donaitory 
are highly alert to the COPLON case, that rthcre is practically 
present soaeone in the domitory all the tine since soae- of these 
woaen work day jobs -and -others at. night, 

Mr, lAUGHLIN advised that he would present for the- 
Bureau’s consideration the advisability of instructing the IFO 
to enefeavor to secure access to this locker surrepticiously or to 
atteept to ascertain tits contents by accoapanying the brother' of

On March 11, 1949, Mr. RONALD MAC jPONA^. Room 5125 Department of Justice 
]^ildini|, Special AgentSnOLUS^. BOSVERS and 

MAC DONALD was questioned about his knowledge of subject and the other 
meinbers of PARS in the Department of Justice, Mr. MAC DONAID stated he was never 
aware of any disloyal, activity on the part of any member of that section. He 
indicated that nothing ever came to his attention idiich would cause him to suspi- 
cion the activities of any menber. He stated .he recalled that Miss COPLON came 
to the section just prior to his leaving it and as he remembers she was working 
on' French activities at that time. He referred to her as a likable person, very 
friendly, and one whoa the other menbers of the section Miked because of her ability 
and personal charm. He felt that it was these likable characteristics in her that 
made her so popular with the male menbers of the section. Ho recalled that she 
frequently was invited by the group of men to accompany them to lunch, 

Mr. MAC DONALD said that a. gentleman by the name of MIKE DE CAPRILES 
worked with the subject when she first came to that section. He said he also re- 
called at that time that RjgRNIE MORRIS was 'working in that section and a Mr. 

MANCHUR who he states is now a professor at Wayne University. Mr. MAC DONALD 
referred to these persons as being the main workers in that section. He described 
MANGKUR as the most capable in the group and added that MANCHUR was working directly 
with him, MAC DONALD, and they handled Polish activities. MAC-DONALD dealt at 
length with Mr. MANCHUR' s background and ability and for the benefit of this file 
the entire comments of MAC DONALD are being set forth. 


Be stated MANCHUR, like others, had to leave the section and tie only 
position which MANCHUR was qualified to handle .^was teaching. He accepted the best 
offer, which was at Wayne University in Detroit. MAC DONALD said that he knew 
MANCHUR was "griped" ‘when he left the Department and always felt that MANCHUR 
would some day write a book on the work he performed in that section of the Depart- 
ment. He said never did he gather from MANCJHiUR that MANCHUR was suspicious of 
anyone in the Department. He added that the press comments £rom Congressman WOOD 
relative to the information obtained from MANCHUR were very unfair. MAC DONALD 
recalled it was difficult for his section, which was handling Polish activities, 
oftentimes to get complete information on certain organizations which were considered 
by the section to be front organizations. He mentioned that requests were directed 


to the Bureau for further information and supplemental informdtion was gleaned .frogi 
foreign language periodicals. The entire contents of Bureau reports, reports from 


intelligence agencies and personal reports from the section^w^e^uu^rized ^ 
sheets which were known to them as data slips. He felt it was

that Miss COPI/)N had ishen she was arrested. 


MAC DONAID remarked, that MANCHUR aentipned to him at the time he was 
leaving that he could not see why he, .MANCHUR, would be dropped from the Department 
and such people as MORRIS and OOPLON retained. MAC DONALD said although he was 
probably closer to MANCHUR than any one else and regarded him as a friend, ho was 
unable .to advise. MANCHUR as to any reason other than the fact that MORRIS .and 
COPLON were lower classified employees and. could be hired more cheaply by the 
.Departeent, 


MAC DONALD again reflec tiiW' about MANCHUR* s ability remarked that MANCHUR 
was of Canadian birth and he believed was bom in Saskatchewan of Ukrainian par- 
entage. He stated MANCHUR* s parents were big wheat growers in Saskatchewan. Ho 
said MANCHUR was familiar and ably handled the Russian, Polish and Ukrainian 
languages, his education having ^particularly qualified.hioas, an analyst in the 
foreign -nationality groups. MAN(3iUR had an uncanny way of detecting flaws in false 
registrations and. failures on the part of those who refused to register. In 
speaking about MANCHUR, MAC DONALD made available a memo which the latter had pre- 
pared in April 1946. This memo was reviewed and it was noted it was directed to 
Assistant Attorney General T. L. CAUDLB of the Criminal Division of PARS. It bore 
file 149-012 .and the, author was STEPHEN W. MANCHUR. It sot forth in detail MANCHUR* 
feelings about the benefits of this section and suggests how the section should 
operate, to effectively handle the foreign nationality groups in the United States. 

(I^t migh^ be noted fory-the' benefit of the Jfilo that MAC -DONAIJ) at this^poiht of the 
interview evidenced a\l^ degree of nervousness.. His excited state can not be-^ 
expla^n^ by the interviewing agents otiier than it is;'felt he is cognizant of 
information that definitely wovild indicate»an involvemont on the part of MORRIS 
•which MAC xDONAlD when speaking of . MORRIS apparently triea, to pass' off in a manner 
that would-be most flattering^ 


MAC DONALD stated he recalled once suggesting to MANCHUIJpat about the 
time MANCHUR was to leave the De par toe that perhaps Mr. MC INERlfel of the De- 
partment would be able to assist MANCHUR; in staying on with the department. -Later 
•MANCHUR had informed him that MC JNSRNSY had given little encouragement. 


Mr. MAC DONALD said that Mr. MAC KNIGHT, whom he referred to as ano^er 
Scotchman, was* considered head of the Analysis Section. MAC KNIGHT was never 
suspicious of COPLON or any one else in the section and he added -MAC KNIGHT was 
particularly trained to pick out evidence of a disloyal nature and added that he 
or ‘any other attorney in his mind^would not be so qualified. 

MAC DONALD referred to NSMZER who is also in the section and stated 
that he recalled that NEMZBR 'took over the duties as head after MAC KNIGHT left. 
He recalled that MAC KNIGHT and NEMZBR both worked for a Professor LOSSiiELL of 
the Library of Congress. 


i 
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li\C DONALD jsantioned that MAC KNIGHT left FAl^ and went with State and 
he believes is connected with Voice of America. He stated KSMZBR also went with 
State and. MAC DONALD is of the opinion that -for a time KBI2BR was} with CIA, which j 

he referred to as that secret section. Ho said liORRIS did not got an opportunity 
to leave and stayed on. He recalled, however, that MORRIS once tried to go with 
UNRRA in New lork City but decided that was not the best for him. MAC DONALD then 
rem^ked that it might be difficult for most to realize what a difficult position 
analysts are in when they leave PARS. He stated' their field is definitely limited 
and the only other position which they could work in would be teaching. He said 
he JTeit sorry for the members udio had to leave PARS and he mentioned that he 
realized how hard most of them worked there in order to retain their posistion. 

He advised MORRIS had an economic background and appeared' to be very conscientious 
in«all his work. He recalled 'MORRIS prepared good work for the attorneys of the 
section. 

MAC DONALD said he knew that MORRIS was close to the subject and it was 
this reason rhich prompted him to call MORRIS when he- heard COPLAN had been, ar- 
rested. He said the. news was equally^as shocking to MORRIS as it was to him. He 
recalled. MORRIS* first remark was, •'It's utterly fantastic;," MAC DONALD said this 
was MORRIS* unrehearsed comment and. he felt it bespoke MOBRIS* feeling very well. 

MBC DONALD in. expressing his own feelings about the news of COPLON*s arrest stated 
he was naturally sympathetic because of his associations with hor. He said he was 
sorry to hear that anyone with whom he had working associations. had gone wrong. 

He, said he felt this same feeling was stronger as far as MORRIS was concerned. 

He added it was only a natural -feeling on. the part of an individual. Prom 
MAC DONALD *s ccoments it was apparent that he could not believe that MORRIS would 
be interested in defending COPLON in any way other than because of the friendship 
that existed between them. MAC DONALD spoke generally about the personalities that 
have been mentioned above and he remarked that the marjority of the employees of 
PARS ware Jewish. He said in this regard he wan tad to point out 'that he recalled 
130RRIS as being definitely against organized Jewery. He said MORRIS was known, by 
him to have worked hard in bringing about the registration of organizations that 
devoted their efforts to. organized Jewery. In this connection MAC I^NALD mentioned 
that MANGKUR openly e:q)resood his contempt for organized Jewery and particularly 
the Anti -Defamation league. 

MAC DONALD mentioned that he believed that PARS Might be considered 
liberal in that it was made up of a majority of Jewish analysts and that the 
clerical employees wore mostly Negro. Then he said it was hard for him to dasslfy 
a liberal, and as such he felt that no implications could be drawn from his. remarks. 

He mentioned that it was difficult for him to understand MANCHUR*s -attitude at this 

time and he said he was gropplng around trying to vindorstand Thy MANCHUR, if ho 

did make remarks,, should make them, to Congressman WOOD, He jaid this exposition 

on MANCHUR's part will bo interpreted others in the light MANCHUR 

when he left the Department. MACvDONALD said he had personally sent 'press releases 
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RS: JUDIIH OOPLON 

to IdANCHUR after his going to Wayne • Uni versi ty and recalls Trriting him about three 
or four times a year and mentioning in his correspondence the resignations of 
various members of PARS. KA.C DONALD added that if MANCHUR -was*. suspicious of any 
one in PARS, he can not understand “nhy.MANCHUR did not mention this fact to him. 

He said .he considered that MNCHUR discussed every matter 'with him while at the 
Department. 

MAC DONALD mentioned that he had talked to JAMES R. SHARP on March 5, 

1949 and mentioned the OOPLON case to SHARP who was formerly, in that section. He 
added that SHAi^ did not know COPLON. He remarked, however, »that perhaps NAT BLIEFP 
AND Mr. BOOKSXAVER would be acquainted with subject and MAC KNIGHT wculd be a good 
man to contact concerning her. Ho said MAC KNIGHT was^okay but did I not evaluate 
EUEEP or BOOKSTAVER. 

MAC DONALD stated that he had not contacted MORRIS since COPLON's arrest 
other than to mention to him that he had heard the news over the radio. iHe said'he 
had purposely refrained from contacting MORRIS because he 5felt he, himself, would 
be interviewed in connection with the case. MAC DONAID 'asked if there was any 
reason for him to continue to refrain from seeing MORRIS and when advised this of- 
fice had no objection, he stated ho felt he ‘might contact MORRIS in the near future. 
He stated he felt guilty for not contacting MORRIS because he knew ^RRtS was 
broken up over COPLON. MAC DONALD is of the opinion that MORRIS, believes COPLON 
to be guilty. He said he is conviixjed 'MORRIS realizes that COPLON was in New York 
City for the express purpose of contacting the Russian as was indicated by the 
press. This fact MAC DONAID says points . out she is involved in his opinion^and he 
feels, MORRIS believes the same concerning her. MAC DONAID characterized again the 
feeling of COPLON's friends concerning the news. and he said "these people are sick 
of heart." He said if any of them appeared to be withholding information he would 
judge that this was because they were afraid they might make her situation worse 
by disclosing every little detail they knew. He added that the Xailure on the’ part 
of anyoho in so doing would not in his opinion indicate that they were doing it to 
defend COPLON* but rather that they just wanted to avoid involvement in her case. 

Mr. MAC DONALD indicated that ho has given considerable thoxight to the 
trip OOPLON made to Burope in the summer of 1948. In his opinion he said this trip 
wovdd entail a considerable expense and an expense which he fdt the average < salaried 
person like COPLON would be unable to cope with. He recalled that she spoke to him 
about people she met on this trip and commented about the English people, their 
dross and the conditions in England. He.admitted that these observations on the 
part of COPLON would indicate that she is alert to her environment. MAC DONALD 
could not explain why OOPLON was never known by any of her friends to discuss 
political issues or express herself on aiy cxirrent news topics. He stated he, too, 
felt this was contradic tory of .her vary nature, namely a natural curiosity of 
■conditions and affairs of the world. 
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UkO DONWU) then roxaarked that such observations, however, should not bo 
construed in any way to damage the reputation of anyone. He said he wanted to 
point out an observation made by the librarian of the Department of Justice who 
remarked once when MORRIS accompanied him to the library that the librarian was 
interested in "that guy i"ho looks like a Communist."' MIC DONALD said. such a remark 
is- most misleading and is entirely \infounded. H© said it is careless for people 
to pass .such remarks as they firequently arexdsinterpreted and the librarian had 
no reason to make such a -remark about MCBRIS and it was indicative of the careless- 
ness -on the part of many to so classify a person without having justification for 
doing so. 


.MAC DONALD was asked to describe in his own words how he would classify 
COPLON and her activities in the 'Department, partictilarly her known and frequent 
contacts with MORRIS niho it was generally i known was a married. man and at the. same 
time was known to frequently associate with COPLON, both in a social and business 
connection. MAC-^MJI) s^ ted he felt that MORRIS' contacts with COPIX)N Were not 
looked upon with his wife. Because^f**thlsv~he'"feltreverything'was 

.pr<^err“ MAC’DONALD said'he knew'ofHio-one'd.n 'the Department that CGPIX>N*associ- 
ated'with'Wlio*might.commonly.,be.referred--to^as-dating-steady. He said he has 
heard now she is dating a Departmental attorney named SHAPIRO. He said he does 
not know SHAPIRO. MAC DONALD brought out in this- discussion that COPLON was not 
particularly popular with other girls in the section. He said he knew no .reason 
for her unpopularity in this regard. MORRIS admitted that it would seem Improbable 
that anyone would refer to COPLON's contact.with the Russian in New York as a 
contact or an affair. He. stated -that her activity in Washington would tend to 
discount this story. 


MAC DONALD .a^Addif this office ‘had sought out Mr. MC CAULSY in the 
Antitrust Division relative to the inspection he tade of PARS. He said MC CAULEY 
decided as a result of the inspection that PARS could be cut to the bone and 
possibly done away with completely. MC DONALD speculated that MC CAULSY 's observa- 
tions eight be worthwhile at this time. 

MAC DONALD concluded his remarks by mentioning that it was difficult for 
him to understand in what way the- USSR would be interested in cbtaining information 
from PARS. Because of this ho said ho felt thatiperhaps the information that was. 
on COPLON's person when she was arrested was nothing more than the "data slips" 
which ho previously referred to. Ho said that ho -could imagine that -she would be 
one who might prepare an extra copy of sxwh datavslips^ for . references 'purposes 
in connection with her work. Ihis was speculation, 'ho- added. Jt might be noted' 
that MAC D0M\LD at this point was asked if he was aware of COPLON's .‘taking work 
from the Department to do while at home. He said, ho had. never heard of this but 
would presume that such a practice would be possible ^d he knew of no reason 
for preventing one from taking their work home if so desired. He also stated 
he felt sure that in view of COPLON's position she might have access to all types 
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of ixtformtion in the Departoent of Justice. MAC DONALD again mentioned he had 
specxilated as to the reasons for CCPLON's activities and said ha still could not 
decide ivhether it 'was the result of romance, ideology or money. He said from the 
information he had obtained concerning the case, and ho added this is mostly from 
the paper, it would seem that.no clear-cut decision could' be arrived at.
